A BAID ON PATTERSON. 


I: is to be feared that good Uncle 
Joseph Medill,of the Chicago Tribune, 
has at last got his dander up, and when 
this is the case there is generally trouble 
in theair; and there’strouble in the 
air right now—for John Jeems Patter~ 
son, the renowned senatorial carpet- 
bagger from South Carolina. There is 
no doubt on our minds that. Philoso- 
pher Medill is really and seriously angry 
with this faithful republican senator 
who is supposed to represent South 
Carolina. We regret it, of course, but 
what is one to do? No man in this 
broad country has a calmer and more 
equable temper than the thoughtful 
editor of the Chicago Tribune. He 
never flies into a passion unless 
he has sound and substantial rea- 
eons therefor, and the rough hand- 
ling he giyes John Jeems is the 
surest token in the world that 
Philosopher 
Medill disposes of Patterson in a man- 
ner at once summary and effective: 
He proceeds, in the first place to 
brand him as a “renegade,” and then 
reniarks : 

Patterson has saved himself from the peni- 
tentiary, and his joy over it isa confession of his 
perfidy to his party. he has kept his seat in the 
senate lo which he was «lected by bribery, for 
whicif be was indicted with sufficient evidence 
on that®c>re to have seut bim to the penitentia- 
ry. To keep himeelfin the senate and out of 
the penitentiary he gave the casting vote to fil: 
& vacant seat in the senate with @ man who was 
not elected wo it, and that man principally noto- 
rious as the hero of the Tamburg massacre, and 
kept out the man who was icgally elected. 
Koowing that Senator David Davis, notwith- 
stauding his strong democratic bias, wouid not 
vote for Buver upon the law of (be case and the 
facts before him, he lefi his party and voted for 
Batier, whereas, had be not keen afraid of the 
pen.tentiary, he would have voted for Corbin, 
who was elected. By his perfidy, therefore, the 
democrate have gaiced two eccessious to their 
power in the senate—a man who sold his yote 
and himself to escape the sta‘e’s prison. and a 
man who was not clecied to his seat. In other 
words, a man who was never elected is given 
his seat by a penitentiary candidate, and over 
this compounding of a felony and double ras 
cality Renegade Patterson and his fellow demo- 
crats are rejoicing.

His raid upon 
Patterson is both untimely and ungen-~ 
erons, 1f \he carpet-bag senator is guilty 
of securing bis seat by bribery, his 
criminality in this respect is anterior 
to his vote in tavor of seating General 
M.C. Buailer, who did not secure his 
seat by bribery.

—Fully seven hundred thousand gal- 
lons of oysters will be shipped from 
Nortolk during the present season. In 
Baltimore there are twenty-five pack- 
ing houses employing each from 50 to 
450 hands, and handiing 3,000 000 
bushels of raw oysters each season. 
Besides there are 40 steaming hongea, 
where 25,000,000 cans are prepared each 
season by 7,000 men. Nearly 2000 
men are engaged in making cans. Oya- 
ter shuckers make on an average $1 25 
per day, but some experts make as 
much as $5. A bushel of oysters in 
tLe shell will make 10 cans, and one 
firm have shucked and canned as many 
as 7,500 buehe's in a day.

Marshal Jones, 
who was sent after bim, was on the 
(rain, fonnd out he wae also on 
the train. ‘Taylor soon found that he 
au‘ horities were in hot pursuit, and he 
stcod wn the p-atform with bis pistol 
cocked, and in his hand. The con- 
ductor preceded the marshal, ard as 
Taylor raised his hand to shoot Jones 
as he approached, the conductor caught 
hishand. Astruggle ensued, in which 
Taylor was disarmed and haudcuffed, 
and carried-to Macon. Taylor is about 
eighteen or twenty years of age, and 
bears a reputation of being a desperate 
character. A brother of his was killed 
last year for trying to take another 
man’s life. His motherisa widow. 
Some think that the young man was 
intoxicated, asd was intending to shoot 
very aear the boy’s head to ecare him, 
but unfortunately aimed too low. Then, 
seeing the crime he had committed, he 
fied. The negro lingered until sunrise 
Sunday morning, and died. The verdict 
of the coroner’s jury was in accordance 
with the above fac‘s. We learn 
later that Taylor was carried 
back to Hawkinsviile, and that great 
indignation existed among the negroes. 
Threats of lvaching by the blacks were 
so ireely made, that tue sympathies of 
the white population were also against 
him, and on the whole, matiers were 
rather equally for him. The well 
known timidity of the negro in taking 
the initiative will,we think,prevent any 
decided action being taken. Lynching 
under any circumstances is wrong 
moraily, socially and legally, ana 
though there are times when circum- 
stances may justify it in @ measure, it 
is never to bs commended.

The renomination of Henry W. Hiil- 
Hiard, by the president, to be ministe: to Brazil 
was unexpectod in this community, as it was, 
no doubt, tathe people at large. It was not 
contemplated that the president would wirh- 
draw the nomination after having made‘it, bat 
it was thought that after all the opposition and 
furore over the matter, should the nomination 
fail of confirmation, as it did, it would not 
pe renewed. But the president has mani- 
fested a disposition to puisue his own deter- 
minations regardless of outside clamor, aud 
hes repominated Hilliard. To Mr. Hilliard’s 
friends this is a great gratification and they 
confidently assert that he will be confirmed. 
A JACKSONIAN PRESIDENT. 

Not alone they, but others, affirm that Hayes 
is not to be moved from his positions once ta- 
ken, but will insist upon being president des- 
pite the efforts cf the radical majority in the 
senate to share the honors and puwers ol the 
office with him. The rumor is thal a way will 
be found by the president to secure the proper 
aid toward carrying out his policy without 
more trouble than was expcriecced in the 
Fi'zsimmons case 
THE TENURE OF OFFIC® ACT 
is the only stumbling block ia his way. This 
prevents him from doing as Jackson ‘did in the 
famous cese of the Mississippi land register, 
who was coutinued in office by Old Hickory 
throughout his presidential incumbercy despite 
the repeated refueais of the senate to confirm 
the appointment. Itis asserted, however, that 
this difficulty may be gotten rid of easily. It is 
taken for granted that che democratic hcuse and 
members of the senate would readily vot the 
repeal of the act, and do it the more willing'y 
now than hereafter. The would have the de- 
fense that they did so to aecomm dute « 
republican president, and at the eame time 
they would relieve an incoming democratic ac- 
ministration of many embarrassmwents at the 
very outset. Astothe probability of securing 
a majority for the repeal in the senate it is al- 
leged that of the votes of Patterson, Kellogg, 
Conover and Matthews, enough can be counted 
upon to make up; with the solid democratic 
yote, the needed mejority. Should this be 
done, the president wi:l have fair sailing and 
the radiea! f{sction be rendered powerless to 
thwart ‘the policy.’’ 
Under these circumstances, and in view of 
the fact that Hiliard is iikely to become the 
“bone of contention’? now between the presi- 
dent and his party, it may not be amiss to men- 
tion the story of 
HOW HILLIARD WAS CHOSEN 
to represent the government at the court of 
Dom Pedro. 
It is ea2id that Secretary Evaris was very anx- 
ious to have a certain friend of his appointed to 
a good<fice in tbe naval department and that 
he persuaded Secreiary Thompson to give over 
auother assigument and put this Evaris manin 
the position. Under these circumst ne:s Sec~- 
retary LEvarts became indebied to Secretary 
Thomp:ron and it was quite natural that Com- 
modore’ Dick seek the reciprocal favor. Mr. 
Hilliard stepped in and reminded Secretary 
Thompson of their boyhood days togetaer how 
they used to play “hooky’’ and invade waier 
melon patches, and possibly how both courted 
the same fair maiden and both got the mitten. 
Hilliard had filed his application fora mission 
and he wanted Commodore Dick to put in hi® 
oa! for him. Asthey were old whig allies to- 
gether, and the Hayes administration partook of 
that ancient coloring, it was not an unreasoua- 
ble request that Hi.liard made of Thompson, 
The result was that Secretary Thompson laid 
seige to the state department and demanded the 
appointment of bis friend. The Brezilian mis-

They say that the president’® 
deciarations upon civil service point to him 
as the successor, by promotion after service, to 
the Brazilism honor. So well satisfled were hi, 
friends that this resuit would follow the presi-. 
dent’s announcements in the matter of civi!

This 
result did not happen, however, but it was found 
that urging was necessary to bring the president 
tothe point, Ic is claimed that Mr, Scrucgs 
served faithfully and well at Bogota, and that 
he is familiar, by ebeervation and study, with 
the political and commercial! affairs of the South 
American states and their relation sto this coun- 
try, and that these facts alone should have ad 
vanced him in preference to Hilliard. In addi-« 
tion he is backed by some of the most influen. 
tial men of his pariy, north and south.

Johbpson saved all bis papers. He died leaving 
them in the upper story of a brick store in 
Greenville, the lower story occupied by his son- 
in-law, Brown, in the mercantile business. His 
only living son, Andy, Jr., is & Commanign and 
friead of samuel! W. Small, a Greenyille youth, 
now one of tiie editors of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. As] understaod it, Mr. Small bas obtain- 
ed copies of many o* the sate president’s papers 
and is publishing such of them as seem perti- 
nent, from time to time | 

Through ali Mr. Johuson’s life it was his habit 
to save his papers. So careful was he to preserve 
the thiead of history that he brought to Green 
ville witb bim eomplete files of three leading 
New York dailies.coverinvg his term a4 pre ideut.

It isso recorded in Savage's ‘‘Life of 
Andrew Jolnson,’’and was given so by Mr John 
sou to the anihor. The name‘Frank’’ by which 
he is familiarly known to his neighbors was 
given him by lis sister, Mis Patterson jwhen 
he was quite a boy, and through some fancy of 
hers, probably never dreaming that it would fol- 
low him solong. Andrew Johvson, Jr. does 
not reside in Greenville, but is a prosperous 
farmer upon his lands in» Carter county, Ten- 
nessee, near his sister, Mrs. Brown, formerly 
Mrs. Stover, at house the ex-president 
died.

DISASTER TO HOOK AND LADDER 
TRUCK MONDAY NIG AT. 


Running tp the Fire—s:he Truck 
lt pset—Several Members Isjured— 
‘A Fortunate Escape from Death. 


There are few people in the city who 
realiz: the ful! import of a fire alarm to those 
brave boys who consecrate themscives to the 
service of their fellow-citizens, in the war 
against the terrible element, fire, 
perils to which they are exposed was experienced 
by some of them on Monday night, and a most 
marvellous eecape from death cccurred. 

THE ALARM 
wae sounded at about 11:20 Monday night, in- 
dicating a fire out op Markham street. A store 
and butcher-shop had been ignited, and were 
in flames even before the alarm was sounded. 
They were entirely consumed, in advance of 
the arrival of the department, and but few 
articles were saved. No cause for the fire is 
stated, nor whether any insurance was held by 
either of the owners. It was a quick and not 
very destructive fire. 
ACCIDENT TO HOOK AND LADDER, 

The truck of Hook and Ladder 
company was manued promptly, and the 
irnck was e.i route to the fire ahead of all com- 
panies Oi Hart had hold of the ribbons and 
was making good time in the direction of the 
blez*, Johunie McLendon was at the tiller and 
Joe Gaitens, Tom Eggleston, Harry Dorsey and 
Sam Smalicn the jadders. Swiftly they sped 
towaras the fire but when nearing the bridge 
over the Macon and Western railroad, in front 
of Judge Cclier’s, Johnnie McLendon pot 
knowing there was a division in the bridge, 
held the tiller for the iddle. The conse- 
quence wes that the rear wheel: of the truck ran 
upon the division beamsand upset the truck. 

A WONDESFUL ESCAPE 

The truck was thrown completely upside 
down. ‘lhe rear wheels spun in the air. The 
springs of the rear Wheels were broken, and the 
axie bent almost beyond repair. 

Joe Gaiténs was thrown under the truck and 
pinioned to the fivor until released, He sus- 
tained seyeie injuries upon the side and bips. 

Johnaic McLendon was thrown to the floor 
and severely bruised and hurt upon leg, side 
and head. 

Sam W. Small was badly injured upon the left 
arm, and by being thrown from the truck 
siruck his face upon the railing of the 
bridge and was very paiufuly injured. His 
was @ harrow escape; but for the timely hand 
of Bob Boyd he would have been thrown over 
the bridge upon the railroad tracks below and 
inevitably killed, or injured for life 

Bob Boyd and Tom Eggleston were both 
thrown and bruised, and made lucky escapes. 

Harry Horsey was the only one ou the truck 
who received no injury. 

But for the railiuy on the left hand eide of the 
bridge all those on the truck would have been 
killed. ‘The point where the truck capsized is 
one of the most dangerous in the whole runof 
thecity. The menonthe machiie are to be 
congratulated upon their narrow escape.

The reguiar monthly meeting of the 
police commissioners was held at their rooms in 
the staticn house Monday evening, all the com- 
missioners being present. 

Chief Thomas presented his 

MONTHLY REPORT, 

which, as usual, was full aud complete, show- 
ing «xactly the condition of the force aud what 
work was being done. It appears that the men 
are doing their duty to the satisfaction of the 
officers who report strictly on the merits 
of the work. The discipline of our police de~ 
partment was never better, though Chief 
‘Thomas is all the time endeavoring to improve 
it beyond its present point. He has excellent 
ideas of the management of the men, and al- 
ways commands the most perfect respect from 
the entire force. He gives his personal atten- 
tion to nearly all the work of supervision, 
being ably assisted by four as good and through 
caplaines as we could wish to have, 

The follwing are some of 

THE FIGURES 
of last month’s work, as reported to the com- 
missioners: ‘Total number of arrests for No- 
vember, 23): city arrests, 177; state, 57, 

Of the city cases one bundred anc forty were 
fined and thirty-seven dismissed. Siate cases 
were disposed of in the usual way by being 
turned gut on werrant. Total amount of fines 
for the month, $910; collected in cash, $406 450, 
balance workcd out on streets, remitted, etc, 

Total collections from all sources for the 
month, $.40. As compared with report for Oc« 
tober, the amount of fines show about $100 fall 
ing cff, but a larger proportion of the fiucs were 
paid in cash during the month of November 
than in the preceding month. 

THE CAPTAINS’ REPORTS 
were aiso read. They were explicit as to the 
werk of each mao and bis general deportment 
all of them were neat, but that of Gen. Ander- 
son deserves especial mention. It was beauti- 
fully writie::, and was as perfect as a copy plate, 
showing at a glance the whole works of his 
squad. The report was highly complimented by 
the commissioners who prunourced it a very 
model. The general is a thorough officer on 
the police as he wWasin the stoimy days of the 
war. 
TRIAL. 

The commissioners were compelled to per- 
form an unpleasant duty at their meeting. On 
the night of the e'ection Patrolmen Fi'z Menken 
and W L Jones had a misunderstanding anu got 
into a jittiescrimmege. ‘They were summoned to 
appear before the board, and were ,tried for 
conduct untccoming to patrolmen. After a 
full and explicit hearing of the whole case, the 
commissiouers determined to suspend Patrol 
man Jones for five days and Patrolman Menken 
for fifteen days. We regret the occurrence, as 
both these men are among the most reliable 
and efficient on the force, and are always at the 
post of duty. They will soon be on again, to 
put in more good work in the service of the city. 

There was no other business before the board, 
In spite of the unpleasant feature the meeting 
was interesting, as it showed how well ovr lim- 
ited force is managed and how thoroughly it 
protects the city. We have good reason to con- 
gralulate ourselves on our entire system of po- 
lice. The force at present in excellent trim 
and under the present control seems to be con-
